uarful lo those who Inoculate tiers. Presum- 
ing thai there might br tmmr brllr,- and morr 
expeditious w*y than the onual method of con- 
fining ibe bud* in by winding a string round 
the itiH-k, Ihe idea of confining thriu in with 
grilling wax stiggrslrd itself to sir, which rx- 
priimrnl I tried; but found il nnsurcrsaful, »■• 
ihe new wood waa binning, and the bark ex- 
panding, Ihe wax came off brlore the buds had 
limr to glow. 

I next apread aome grafting wax thinly on 
cotton cloth, and confined Ihe buds in with a 
*lrtp of it, letting it go part round the dock, 
but the result wis as the trrr inrrrased In cir- 
riimlerrnrr, the plaster slatted off at one end, 
and the huils fell out. I then tried Iherxiieri-

The course pursued hy the partisan* of Polk 
and Dallas, in relation lo the tariff, ismn*t«ln- 
gularly unsteady and incomlalenl. In thia re- 
aped, it haa hern justly aaid of them, that 
"they rrol to and fro and stagger like a drunk- 
rn man." One dav, or in one place, ihey ara 
holding forth that' thcib candidate* are Ihe 
true friends of the tariff, and drnouncing Mr 
Clay aa an anti-protrr.linnist. In another, yon 
will hear them complaining of ihe tar ill aa par- 
tial and unjuat in id di*crimiuatinns. In West- 
ern Prnnaylvania, whrre Ihe policy id protect- 
ing iron manufactures I* too obvious to be 
questioned, Mr Polk ii held op aa the vrrv man 
lor their interests, and thai, too, bv H. B. 
Wright, Ihe prodding offlcrr of thr Baltimore 
Convention, which nominated Mr Polk, at- 
cio*a he was known lobe In I'm • r i t free 
iradr and Immediate annexation. But io the 
wheat-raiilng, bi-ef and pnik-ptoducing district* 
. >f thr North, il ia juat now thr special aim nl 
these truth-loving patriots to whine over the 
rojaetlce'Ot Ibr tnnfl Inward* thr prod uc I* of 
agriculture. "Our Isrmers," *ay ihey, "are 
■trRfriog severely front the effects of the Whig 
tariff, which ha* reduced below all former ex- 
ample* the prices of agricultural product*, 
while at Ihe **me time il is cramming to exeesai 
the bli.atrd imckeM of nabob manufarturere. 
How can the hardy tiller* of the soil be expect- 
ed to iTaan bt Tin Taster a* it is. whirh 
nol only impovrhahri them, but mil* thou- 
sand* into the porkrla of others? They will 
not, rannot hr ro blind to Ihrir own inlrreata." 

Thai Ihe ptices of agricultural pioduet* are 
low, i* true,— but it ia nol true, aa these croak- 
er* very well know, thnt they have been redu- 
ced by thr tarifl. These reduction* are ac- 
counted for in a much more aaliafaciory man- 
ner by Ihe over-produrlion, by the 'mmrnaa 
amount of beef, pork and flour |*>ured into the 
glulled market of the I'.ast from Ibe teeming 
Weil. Tbe tupply of this season, immeasur- 
ably beyond any I'nrmrr season, ha* greatly ex- 
ceeded the demand both at home ami abroad, 
and of course pi ice* have fallen. The only 
remedy for this evil — Ihe only way to help the 
farmer in tin* difficulty i«, In' increase the de- 
mand for hil products, that is, In increase Ihe 
number of consumers. Ami bow do our op- 
ponents propose lo rflrct tbiai* How would 
they alter the tai iff lo benefit the firmer*.' By 
rhrrking Ihe over-production? Thry will 
hardly attempt that. By laving high n'rohibi- 
lory dutie* on the Importation of ngncullorat 
produete? That would be of no avail, since 
there are next lo naiir iinitorled now, under 
the prcsrnl low dulir*. No — these special 
friend* ol the farming inter**! propose to help 
the farmers by vviihdiavving the protection now 
given to manufacture*, — thrrrtiy compelling 
the ownrrs to iluit up ihrir factmie* and turn 
the hand* now employed in thrmovrr lo tilling 
lbs soil. That i* to *ay, Ihry would enhance 
ic prices of beef, pork, flout, fcc, by increaa- 
nig the number of producers, and diminishing 
the number of consumer* of llione arlicleal 

But Ihe liiimer* of [Vermont] are not tha 
fool* lo be caught in such a silly Iran, to be led 
satiny by such atupid appeals. Thry know 
lull well, their best, their only reliable market 
i* Ihe iiomc market, that is, Ihe market afford- 
ed by the maiiufactutcr*. Thry know that 
every man employed in manufacturing, is a 
• ••o- nnei ol Ihrir products, which he must 
purchase for hi* daily subsistence. They know 
that every faclorv e*lobtt*hed in their neighbor- 
hood ia ■ (landing army of consumer* to be 
Ird from the product* ol* thrir faims, and that 
thia rnlarged demand ajusl enlarge the maiket 
and enhance the price of whatever article* of 
foul, fuel, ire., whirh ihey may have lo aril. 
And knowing these thing*, they will be slow 
lo join in this hue and cry against the tariff, on 
the ground that it aflord* a sound and reason- 
able protection to manufacturers. Bui, *ay 
the Loco*, Ihe protection is not, compared 
with other interest*, a reasonable one,— il ia 
enormou* — ihemauulnctuicr* are, by ita mean*, 
gelling neb loo la. t — thrir piofila Bie Im- 
uieuse. Why, then, don't these peculiar 
friend* of the farmer turn manufacturer* them- 
selves f The fiekl i* as open "to them aa to 
others, — and Ihey would do the limner a very 
great favor, if Ihry would ilnp complaining of* 
ihe tariff ami go to work in nonet to eatab- 
linh factories and furuiah buyers for all Ihe 
farmers ran raise to sell.
